President Bush plans to meet with the presidents 
of Peru, Bolivia, Colombia, and other countries for 
the drug summit at Cartagena, Colombia, Feb. 15. 

Most of the world’s cocaine is produced in Colom- 
bia. The coca plants used to make co¢aine and crack 
are grown in Peru and Bolivia.

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Bush To Step Up Drug War 

At the summit, Bush is expected to urge 

e A Military Blockade of Drug Traffickers. 
Bush wants to place U.S. radar stations in the moun- 
tains of Peru, Bolivia, and Colombia. The radar would 
track planes smuggling drugs. Then planes from the 
U.S. aircraft carrier John F. Kennedy, stationed with 
its battle group off Colombia’s Caribbean coast, would 
force down the smugglers. 

The John F. Kennedy took a saeation off Colombia’s 
Caribbean coast before Bush was scheduled to arrive 
for the summit. An additional battle group might be 
stationed off Colombia’s Pacific coast. 

But even as Bush urges a blockade of Colombian 
drug traffickers, many are moving their operations 
to Mexico. A year ago, about 30 percent of cocaine 
reaching the U.S. went through Mexico. Today, about 
70 percent of the cocaine goes through Mexico. 

e Economic Aid. Bush plans to spend $2 billion 
over the next four years to help Peru, Bolivia, and 


- Colombia. Some of that money will be used to hire 


more anti-drug police. But much of it will be used to 
encourage farmers to grow crops other than coca. 
The high price of coca has kept Peru and Bolivia 
from destroying the plants. Nearly all the coca plants 
could be destroyed in a few days with aerial spraying, 
say U.S. experts. But hundreds of thousands of peas- 
ants survive by growing and selling coca. Many of

them would starve to death without the money they 
receive for the coca. 

“The way to keep peasant farmers from growing 
coca isn’t with force; it is with roads, jobs, education, 
and good prices for other crops,” says Peru’s President 
Alan Garcia. Bolivia’s President Jaime Paz Zamora 
and Colombia’s President Virgilio Barco agree. 

Barco, a friend of the U.S., says that many Co- 


_lombians began making cocaine because of the U.S. 


The U.S., under pressure from coffee makers, refused 
to accept fixed prices for coffee beans—Colombia’s 
main legal crop. As a result, coffee prices plunged. So 
farmers and small business people, unable to feed 
their families selling coffee beans, fae pare the co- 
caine business. 


“What the U.S. must understand is that cocaine is 


not our problem,” says a Bolivian official. “Expensive 
cocaine is the problem of rich countries like the U:S. 


Our problem is finding the food, clothing, and shelter 


needed to keep our people alive. 


“Starving people will do what they must to save 


themselves and their children. If they have to gy ow 
coca or make cocaine, they will. As long as the eas- 
ants’ only choices are cocaine or death, Bush and the 
U.S. will never win the drug war,” he says.

Scientists have found a way to 
see and recreate the faces and_.bod- 
ies of ancient Egyptian mummies 
without unwrapping them. | 

The scientists use a machine 
called a CT scanner. The CT scan- 
ner allows the scientists to exam- 
ine the mummy closely without 
ever touching the mummy, because 
touching could damage it. Using 
the pictures made with the scan- 
ner, scientists can tell what the 
person looked like—inside and out. 


How a CT Scanner Works 

The CT scanner is an X-ray ma- 
chine inside a round tube. As the 
tube travels slowly from one end of 
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the mummy to the other, the scan- 
ner takes thousands of X-ray 
pictures. 

Each picture is a “slice,” or cross 
section, of the mummy. Some of 
these slices are as thin as 1/10 of 
an inch. 

Using a computer, the scanner 
then puts all these very thin slices 
together to make a complete pic- 
ture of the mummy’s body. 

The image shows body organs, 
hair, and eyelids. It even shows 
small things such as moles and 
tooth cavities.

amined in this way is at the Chil- 
dren’s Museum in Indianapolis, 
Ind. In life, the mummy was a 
woman named Wenu-hotep. She 
was the daughter of an important 
Egyptian who lived about 2,500 
years ago. 

Researchers at the museum have 
found that Wenu-hotep was in her 
30’s or 40’s. Her spine was slightly 
curved, and she was missing a 
front tooth. 

To create a sculpture of Wenu- 
hotep’s face, an artist used the CT 
scanner images as a guide. The sci- 
entists expect to complete an image 
of the ancient woman’s entire body 
by the end of the year. 


Doctors Use CT Scanners 

CT scanners are not used just on 
mummies. Doctors have used them 
for years as a way to examine peo- 
ple without performing surgery. 

The X rays the CT scanners pro- 
duce tell doctors much more than 
regular X rays. A regular X ray 
gives doctors just one flat picture 
of the inside of part of a person’s 
body. : 

But a CT scanner can give doc- 
tors cut-away views of every part 
of a patient’s body. The doctors can 
use these pictures to search for dis- 
ease or problems. 
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
